To clean marble take finely pow- 
| dered pumice stone and mix with vin-

marble, and leave it on for five or six 
hours. Then brush it hard and wash 
it with warm water and curd soap till 
clean. Then, to give a polish, rub 
over with oxide of tin applied on a 
wet cloth.
